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STOCKS  OF  LEAF  TOBACCO  OWNED  BY  DEALERS  AND  MANUFACTURERS  l/  2/ 

Total  leaf  tobacco  stocks  down  from  April  1  a  year  ago 

Stocks  of  leaf  tobacco  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  totaled 
k,670  million  pounds  (farm-sales -weight)  as  of  April  1,  l$?6l,  based  on  the 
regular  quarterly  reports  of  dealers  and  manufacturers.  This  is  2k  million 
pounds,  or  0.5  percent,  less  than  the  April  1  figure  a  year  ago  {h,6$lk  million). 
It  marks  a  further  reduction  in  overall  leaf  stocks,  and  inventories  are  now 
about  5^o  million  pounds  below  the  record  level  for  this  quarter  (5,207  million 
on  April  1,  1957).  The  i960  crop  of  about  1,972  million  pounds  was  in  stocks  as 
of  April  1,  with  the  exception  of  around  52  million  made  up  mainly  of  Maryland 
and  Puerto  Rican  types.  About  2^7  million  pounds  were  marketed  during  the 
quarter. 

Stocks  of  flue -cured  leaf  were  slightly  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  Hold- 
ings of  shade-grown  were  also  up,  but  stocks  of  most  other  domestic -grown 
tobaccos  were  slightly  lower  than  on  the  previous  April  1.  Stocks  of  imported 
cigar  leaf  and  cigarette  leaf  were  each  at  record  high  levels. 

Stocks  as  of  April  1,  1961  included  about  687  million  pounds  (farm-sales- 
weight)  of  leaf  tobacco  under  Government  loans  (778  million  on  April  1,  i960, 
and  1,025  million  on  April  1,  1959).  These  loan  stocks  were  divided  as  follows: 
flue -cured,  519  million  pounds;  bur  ley,  90  million;  Maryland,  3.2  million;  fire- 
cured,  37.1  million;  dark  air-cured,  19.1  million;  and  cigar  leaf  18.5  million. 


1/  Figures  quoted  for  type  totals  in  this  summary  are  the  farm-sales - 
weight  equivalent  of  reported  stocks  except  foreign-grown  leaf  which  is 
converted  to  an  unstemmed  equivalent  basis  only.  (See  tables  in  body  of  report 
for  reported  weight  basis.)

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CIGARETTE -LEAF  STOCKS 

Inventories  of  flue -cured  slightly  higher  than  on  last  April  1 

Burley  and  Maryland  stocks  smaller 

Stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigarette  leaf  at  record  level 

Flue -cured  stocks  totaled  2,364  million  pounds  as  of  April  1,  196l,  an 
increase  of  19  million  from  holdings  a  year  earlier  (2,3*4-5  million).  The  crop 
of  I960*  totaling  1,250  million  pounds,  was  15  percent  larger  than  the  one 
grown  in  1959  (l,08l  million).  Sales  of  i960  crop  of  flue-cured  were  completed 
prior  to  January  1,  1961. 

Inventories  of  burley  were  reported  at  1,405  million  pounds  on  this  April  1 — 
56  million  less  than  holdings  on  the  same  date  a  year  ago  (l,46l  million) .  Sales 
during  the  first  quarter  totaled  about  96  million  pounds,  the  amount  of  the 
i960  crop  of  U8l  million  left  to  be  sold  after  the  Christmas  holidays. 

Maryland  holdings  as  of  the  April  1  reporting  date  were  53-0  million  pounds— 
4.0  million  smaller  than  the  amount  held  a  year  earlier  (57«0  million).  The 
i960  crop,  estimated  at  32.8  million  pounds,  will  be  marketed  during  the  May- 
July  period  this  year. 

Stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other) 
were  254.7  million  pounds — 21.9  million  over  the  figure  reported  the  previous 
April  1  (232.8  million),  and  the  largest  holdings  of  imported  cigarette  leaf 
as  of  April  1  on  record. 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Fire -cured  inventories  5  percent  lower  than  on  April  1,  i960 
Dark  air -cured  down  about  6  percent- 

Fire -cured  stocks,  reported  at  135*0  million  pounds  on  April  1,  1961, 
were  7«1  million  under  those  reported  on  last  April  1  ( 142.1  million). 
Decreases  were  reported  in  all  types.  Marketings  of  the  i960  crop,  completed 
during  the  first  quarter,  totaled  45. 3  million  pounds,  a  decrease  of  nearly 
8  million  pounds  from  sales  of  the  1959  crop  (53  million).  About  42  million 
pounds  were  sold  in  the  January-March  quarter.  Virginia  fire-cured  stocks  on 
this  April  1  were  24.3  million  pounds,  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  Eastern  District, 
88.5  million  and  Western  District  22.2  million. 

Holdings  of  dark  air-cured,  totaling  74.0  million  pounds  on  April  1,  i960, 
were  4.9  million  smaller  than  stocks  on  hand  a  year  ago  (78.9  million).  Decreases 
were  reported  in  all  types.  Sales  of  the  i960  crop,  totaling  19*9  million 
pounds,  were  completed  during  the  quarter,  and  were  1.6  million  smaller  than 
last  year's  sales  (21.5  million).  Of  the  total,  about  13  million  was  sold  in 
the  January-March  period.  Inventories  of  dark  air-cured  as  of  April  1,  1961, 
by  types,  were  as  follows:  One  Sucker,  45. 9  million  pounds;  Green  River,  22.1 
million;  and  Virginia  sun-cured,  6.0  million. 
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CIGAR  LEAF  STOCKS 

Holdings  of  domestic  cigar  leaf  smaller  than  a  year  ago 
Foreign-grown  cigar  leaf  stocks  at  record  level 

Inventories  of  all  domestic-grown  cigar  tobacco,  including  Puerto  Rican, 
totaled  313.1  million  pounds  (farm-sales -weight)  on  April  1,  1961.  This  was 
a  decrease  of  7«5  million  pounds  compared  with  stocks  reported  on  last  April  1 
(320.6  million).  Except  for  part  of  the  1960-61  Puerto  Rican  filler  crop  and 
some  Wisconsin  tobacco,  all  of  the  i960  cigar-leaf  production  of  1^0.0  million 
pounds  was  in  stocks  by  this  April  1.  Holdings  of  foreign-grown  cigar  leaf 
were  68. k  million  pounds  (unstemmed  equivalent),  an  increase  of  more  than  15 
ml  Hi  on  over  stocks  reported  on  April  1  the  previous  year  (53*1  million),  and 
the  largest  holdings  of  imported  cigar  leaf  as  of  April  1  on  record. 

Holdings  of  cigar-filler  types  as  of  April  1,  1961,  totaled  196.7  million 
pounds — 3*6  million  smaller  than  the  figure  reported  on  last  April  1  (200.3 
million).  Stocks  of  the  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  types  were  slightly  higher  and 
those  of  Puerto  Rican  lower  than  those  reported  a  year  ago.  Cigar-filler  leaf 
inventories,  by  types,  on  April  1,  1961,  were  as  follows:  Pennsylvania  filler, 
130.8  million  pounds;  Ohio,  21.4  million;  and  Puerto  Rican,  kk.5   million. 

Cigar-binder  stocks  totaled  86.8  million  pounds  on  April  1,  1961 — a 
decrease  of  7*3  million  from  inventories  reported  a  year  earlier  (9^*1  million). 
Southern  Wisconsin  stocks  were  about  ^2   million  lower  and  the  other  binder  types 
each  a  little  over  a  million  down  from  a  year  ago.  Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf 
stocks  this  April  1  were  19.9  million  pounds;  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed, 
13.8  million;  Southern  Wisconsin,  23.1  million;  and  Northern  Wisconsin,  30. 0 
million. 

Shade -grown  cigar  leaf  stocks  of  29.6  million  pounds  were  3«3  million  more 
than  those  reported  last  year  (26.3  million).  Stocks  of  both  types  were  higher. 
As  of  April  1,  1961,  holdings  of  Connecticut  Valley  Shade  were  18.0  million 
pounds;  and  of  Georgia-Florida  Shade,  11.6  million. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  (Havana)  leaf,  reported  at  ^2.2  million  pounds  were  up 
more  than  6  million  over  last  year  and  at  a  record  high  level.  Sumatra  leaf 
holdings  were  1  million  pounds,  the  largest  in  Ik   years;  and  Philippine  Islands 
(Manila)  stocks  totaled  lk.5   million,  nearly  2  million  more  than  those  on 
hand  a  year  ago. 

LEAF  REPRESENTED  IN  STOCKS  OF  TOBACCO  SHEET  (see  table  k) 

Stocks  represented  in  tobacco  sheet  show  increase 

Stocks  of  leaf  represented  in  inventories  of  "tobacco  sheet"  totaled 
6.9  million  pounds  (reporting  weight)  compared  with  6.2  million  on  the  previous 
April  1.  Of  the  total  in  "tobacco  sheet"  this  April  1,  k.f  million  pounds  was 
for  use  in  cigarettes  and  smoking  tobacco,  and  2.2  million  for  cigar  binder 
including  a  very  small  quantity  for  wrappers.
